LOMDOV, Feb. t. — AMcm from

The populace held alt of, and tlie revolt 
Vas soon suppressed, and order oni-o 
more restored. Slioitly aftor the lie- 
ginning uf the revolt th<- i)i-<iir^eiit 
troope and a portion of the liscul guards, 
led Dy two n(in-c(.itmiii>«ioiit_d ofiieers, 
seized the Ilott l de \ ille (town hall), in 
Dom I'edro s<|uare, and propooed to.tbm 
and then decdare a reimlilic 

However, a Ktrou^^ b«Mly uf loyal 
troope, composed of artillery and fusi- 
leers. proiui)tlv- .surrounded and laid 
•ietre to the llotel de VUle. When that 
VaDding wm well snrronnded the artil- 
lery opened fire upon it. and soon caused 
the mckH to Hy alxmt tla- he.tds of the 
iiisurgpents who defended the linilding. 
The boiiibardnieiit of the Hotel de VilTe 
hy the artillery was followed by a coui- 
bineil well-laid and cleverly directed in- 
fantry attack ui)nn the insurKciits' fort- 
re.'^s. 

The fuaileers behaved grandly, keep- 
ing np a rattling fire, and advancing at 
the tiime time. The result was tliat, 
after a f( eble resistance, tlx- insnri^i'nt.s 
surrendered unconditional! v. The Inss 
on both sides, so far as known, was 
slight. The insurjfents will be tried by 
court-martial . and ia all probability the 
ringleaders will be sliot. The number 
of the killed and wounded on both sides, 
in( Indinj; civilians, is variou.>;ly estimated 
at friiui twenty totilty. Some of the 
rebels escaped, but surrendered later. 

Upon the suppression of the (Jjtortio 
insurrection a court martial was imme- 
diately ordered to try the ring leaders in 
the revolt, wliose faith is < ertain to lie 
death. All day Saturday, while the re- 
sult of the strugj^le was still in the bal- 
ance, crowds thronged the principal 
streets of Lislion, eaKerly waitinx for 
news and discassing tae situation. Some 
of the lower class were evidently bent 
npon mischief, bat thev readily dis- 
persed at the command of the police. 

The government has instituted a rigid 
investigation to ascertain the extent of 
the disaffection, althoiiffh it is bel-.eved 
that the coiiHpiracy did not extend be- 
yond the trcMips enna>,'t d in the insurrec- 
tion, and did not include any persons 
high in authority. Kadical uieiv-ures 
are firoiKised for the searching and 
weeding ont erf dangerous individuals, 
and all f oreigner<i npon whom •osuicion 
in«y rest will be oraerad to leave Purtu- 

The government of Kim; Carlos finds 
itseJf strengthened, instead of weakened, 
by the outbreak, which gives a pretext 
for riKoroii8 measures which were lonj; 
thought de-sireable. No suspicion of any 
collusion v>'iih the conspiracy attaches to 
Serpa Pinto or any of the others who 
have I een n-ally i)rt)miuent in the anti- 
English agitation. It wa.s an outburst 
(4. Kepubiicauisu foatered by penny 
•gitaton in the rank and file of the 
army. 

King ( "arliw. who was reported to be 
incliue<l tu iiu icv. has, it is now. stated, 
been led to set- the necessity of the se- 
verest penalties for the mutineers. Be- 
sides the ezeiution of the ringleaders, 
the remainder of the men engaged in the 
outV>reak will be drafted U) Angola and 
Mozambiuue. under strict guuid. and 
there estan.islie<l as garrisons in the in- 
terior of Port ugue.se Africa, which for 
the most pai t is very unhealthy and not 
fit for the residcm-e of Europeans. 

Portugal ha^ lately felt the need of 
garrisoning her African possessions with 
white troops, instead of the half savage 
native levies who degrade the Portu- 
guese uuiforiii and authority, but there 
has been a reluctance to submit any but 
volmiteei-s to the miseries of the African 
cUmate. As the Oporto rebels have 
fcurfeited tlieir lives there will lie no 
S(|ue<unishuess about exposing them to 
hardshi]). 

The Count of I'aris wa.^ greatly con- 
cerned when he heartl uf the insurrec- 
tion, and at ouce telegraphed to his 
daughter. Queen Amelie. to hasten to 
England in case of danger. The count 
waa much relieved by tlie news that the 
mutiny had been subdued, of wliich he 
received notice direct from King 
Carlos. 

.Several wounded soldiers died yester- 
day. A number of houses were injured 
bv the caunonadlnK of the town hall. 
The police have arrested the actor \'er- 
dial, who read a j.roclamation declaring 
a republic e^tuliished from the town 
hall Imlcony. All the Republican lead- 
ers are now in custody except Docot 
A ei:;a. 'Republican clulm have been 
closi'd and pajjers seized. Reinforce- 
ments arrived for the Royal troops, and 
Sunday p.issf<l in jiorfcct i|uiet.

Uklsski s. Fell. Yesterday was a 
day of urt-at e\( ilenu ul in tliis city. 
The nulitavx ^l.•ls^e•^ recently diafled 
into the Ik'Igian army to cojie with 
ratlical ri<its, wtiv promised a month's 
leave of absence. This was granted to 
those stationed iu the provinces, hut the 
authorities thon^'hl bl•^t, nwiiiL; to the 
threatening; cunililiim of atlairs, tu with- 
hold the leave for the ijreseut from those 
Stationed iu Urassels. 

Yesterday the drafted men slKJwed 
their discontent by peivi^tcnt disobe<li- 
ence of orders, an(l rtMally they left the 
barracks and held meeting! in various 
jdaces, protesting against what they 
claimed to be an injustice done them. 
They were joined hy workmen's clubs, 
who sang the Marseillaise. The pidice 
interfered, and comi)elled the men to 
return to their barracks, arresting sevt 
eral of the more disorderly. The muti-

CONGRESS FORECAST 



Cahliu't CrUls In Itwly. 

Rome, FeU. 2.— The debate Saturday 
afternoon i!i the chamber of deputies on 
the proi)ose<l sj irits taxes, enaed in a 
ministerial crisis. Preuder Crispi urged 
that the ta:.es were Imjierativeiy neces- 
sary in order to recoup the National rev- 
enues and prevent Italy from falling 
ajfain into a condition of servilitv to for- 
eign powers, such as existed In 1kT4. 
This idirase gave rise to an uproar in the 
chandler. 

The C'onservative memliers of the cab- 
inet of arose and separately ma le 
vigorous protest against the remarks of 
the premier. These utterances served 
to incresM the'tumnlt. In the midst of 
the controversy the minister of works, 
Uignor Finali, who was abo a member 
of the Oonaervative cabinet in 1874, left 
the treaenry bench amid the enthnaiastic 
applause 6t the Conservativee. The 
other members of the government were 
unable to conceal tlieir agitation. 

Signer Crispi, who had become deathly 
pale, attempted to explain his words, 
and to show that they had been misun- 
derstood. He waa greeted with contin- 
ons shonta. the confusiMi making his re- 
marks ineffective. Upon the question 
being put to a vote the proposed taxes 
were rejected by a liu^ majority. 
Signor Crispi at once annoimced that he 
wonld resign his oiBce. The announce- 
ment was the signal for a prolonged 
shout of exultation from the opposition 
lionches. The crisis is regardea as com- 
plete. It is considered very doubtfol if 
Signor Crispi will be able to reconstmct 
his cabinet on a working ba'^is. 

FratiOB lloJ<)if<-« Ov«r Ituly'* TioiiWl.'m 

Paius, Feb. 2.— The I'reni h Repuli- 
lican jiaj-ers generally exjires-s great joy 
at what they considered the downfall of 
Signor Crispi as tending to improve the 
relations between Italy and France and 
to weaken the triple alliance. The M.-ni- 
teur does not share in this exjne sion of 
joy, and says that, whether Crisji re- 
mains at the head of Italian afTairs or 
not, no change in the foreign policy of 
Italy is to be expected. Advices from 
Rome state that King Humbert is in 
conference with the presidents of the 
senate and the deputies with a view to 
the settlement of the ilifViculty.

Conservative ^ns are 
reported everywhere. In Madrid the 
Conservatives have carried six and the 
Liberals two seats. In the provinces the 
Conservatives liave been generally vio- 
torious.

Of county 
officers the Republicans have 1,059, 
while the Democrats have 839. The Ust 
embraces only the princiiNtl officers, 
elective or appointive and doss not in- 
clude the deputies or mere clerical force, 
or the township ofiicers.

sets ana small liquor glasses, knives and 
forks, all kii.ds tif tinwai-e. hardware, 
tools, and no ions of every kind, cotton 
sheeting, prim.-- and cheap light-weight 
Woolen goods. In fact, I can only say 
that I do not know wliat will not sell. 
We want pai;er a.id stationery of every 
kind, varnmhis. telt. shoes, woodenware. 
gloves and blu..k bo<jks. We have re- 
cently had ihe largest shipment uf mi n- 
nfactures fixnn the United iStates ever 
landed here, and, although the prices 
charged were outrageous, they met 
with wonderfully quick sale. Lamps 
which are sold in New York at eighty- 
five cents were sold here ut and I 
disiiosed of '200 in a oouiie <»f days. If I 
were in business in New York instead of 
Rio de Janeiro I would do « big trade 
throughout oU the provinces of Brazil. 
It only wants some of the New York 
wholesale firms to go for this market 
and before long our iieofde would regu- 
larly send for idl their suppliea. Blaine's 
recunocity idea will lead to increased 
business with vs. It is a splendid notion, 
and if Blaiae oaii cany it out both coun-

This OOmiiiiMiity was shocked yester- 
day moming by the sail news that Mr. 
John R. Ruilv had passed away the night 
before. 

He waa down town lute ^Saturday evening 
and was, to all appearances, in his usual 

health and was lan/liiiii,' ami joking with 
the friends he met. When he left, none 
realised that it was their last meeting 

with him on earth. There was no inti- 
mation or indication that the 'dark angel 
of death was hovering near.
